Plenty of Negro Labor There That 
Is Content to Work for

VICKSBURG, Miss., April 22.—Mississip- 
pi has no “labor question” to solve. The 
question has solved itself long ago. House 
help, domestics, ladies’ maids, housekeep- 

s. farm help, mechanics, coachmen, por- 
ters. valets and in the hundreds of other 
lines in which the North, Kast and West 
are worrying themselves, is settled in M's- 
sippi. There is plenty of help for all kinds 
of work that may be desired and whenever 
it is desired. 

The negroes of Mississippi form a bulk 
of the population. They are a busy, indus- 
trious class, thoroughly reliable, well-paid 
and anxious to work. In every walk of life 
the Mississippi negro figures as the white 
man’s most. valued assistant. 

So plentiful is negro -labor that many 
northern men are astonished that it can 
all find employment. After a short residence 
here they discover that the negro figures 
everywhere as the right hand of white men. 
The great danger to northern men locating 
here is that they may in time learn to de- 
pend too much on negro labor and grow in- 
different and lazy. 

On the cotton farms one negro and his 
wife can care for 2 acres of cotton. They 
either rent the ground or work on shares. 
In this way they have as great an interest 
in the crop as the planter. It is an exempli- 
fication of the profit-sharing theories of 
northern manufacturers. The Mississippi 
negro farmer gets full value for his labor. 
He is given all the land he can cultivate at 
a profit. his cabin is furnished him free. 
wood free, mule free, carden spot free, ta- 
ble suppl'es and doctor bills. 


Many negroes spend their lives on one 
plantation. They love the familiar environ- 
ments and tender care for their require- 
ments that a long residence on one farm 
brings them. They become a necessarv

‘The Duke of Killicrankie,”’ 
which John Drew has been playing here 
the past week, is an excellent comedy of 
the up-to-date sort, and I made bold to 
say that it was one of the three Best of 
the new comedies brought to us this sea- 
som—the other two being “The Admirable 
Crichton” and “The Other Gir.” 

There were those whe could not see It. 
They saw “The Duke of Killicrankle.”’ 
They admitted its bright satire and witty 
dialogue. But they summed it up withal 
as a very indifferent comedy. Of course; £0 
were there protests against the opinion 
that “The Admirable Crichton" was the 
best of the new comedies seen in St. Louls 
within the now-ending season. Moreover, 
not all of them agreed with me that ‘The 
Other Girl" deserved the high ranking 
which I gave it. 

Now. why are we of so many minds’ 

I'll tell you: Provincial St. Louls (whionh 
ie much of it) wants no platonic love in 
ite drame,. and we had nothing else in 
these three comedies. There are certain 
of us who have tired of love stories (and 
the love giping hot) in the theater. Woe 
grant that the romentic element must be 
represented, but we go from day to day 
io a better liking for platonic affection 
npon the stage. We could enjoy ‘The Ad- 
mirable Crichton,” albeit the love element 
in it was buriesqued. We laughed in 
nmusement over “The Other Gtr,”” with- 
out even missing our old friends, Ro- 
meo and Jullet, or their counterparts. So, 
too, did we relish “The Duke of Killi- 
crankie,”’ though it was an admittedly mis- 
«rable “love” story. 

But the lady behind me couldn't: No, 
‘Indeed. She wants no love but that which 
is well Romeod and most intensely Juli- 
etted. (Perhaps she was loved once, and, 
as lfenry Blossom says, ‘he moved away.’’) 
At any rate, she wants no platonic love 
in any play of hers. She wants real people 
with rel hearts and real, warm and un- 
cooling affection. Heigho, and so does the 
girl over in the box, with the Viola Al- 
len mouth—most kissable (and probably 
unkissed) mouth. To her. sweet maid, the 
platonic lovers are horrid. They don't 
mean it. They don't love each other deep, 
Aeen down In thotr hearts, and the chances 
are (ves, the chances decidediy are) that 
they could live without each other! 

Now we are getting at it—tot in the 
case of the ladies alone, who fall out with 
me because I Itke “The Duke of Ktflli- 
erankie,”” but In the cases, too, of many 
a man, They Iike the Romeo and Jullet 
brand of stage *iove. Indeed, they will 
have no other, and they sit and fidget tn 
their seats through the performances of 
“The Admirable Crichton.’ ‘‘The Duke of 
Killiecrankie’ and “The Other Gir!,"’ con- 
scious that there is something about the 
play they don't Iike, but (ike poor old 
Prof. Goodwilile, sick in love with Lacy 
White and not dreaming what it i« all« 
him), they don’t know What ({t fs. 

ie«s them, eager novel readers and 
Gved-in-the-wool romance lovers that they 
are, if Rarrie and Thomas and Capt. Mar- 
shall wrote only for ue and not the leas 
provincial playgoers of London and New 
York, they wouldn't dare handle love so 
whimeically as they do! Fortunately, no 
member of the talented trio thought once 
of us when he took up hia pen 

. 

T have been asked, by the way. if I did 
mot consider that “Merely Mary <Ann"’ 
*hould be ranked among the bet of the 
new comedies which came to us tila sea- 
son. 

“Merely Mary Ann,” of course, belongs 
to those plays which have really, truty, 
and’ not platonic love in their stories. It 
len. indeed. a delightful comedy, and one 
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scintillant comedy as are “The Admirahle 
Crichton,” ‘‘The Other Girl,” and ‘The 
Duke of Killicrankie.” iAmalyzed, one finds 
‘in tt a good deal that is mawkish and melo- 
dramatic, for which reasons, I'll venture 
to gay, there were many of us in this 
dear old provincial community who liked 
it better than any one of the three plays 
which I have given preference over it. 

Indeed, its love was very real. Ah me. 
shall we ever forge: her saying, with tears 
in her voice (and in our eyes)? 

“Zing for him, Dicky! Zing for him!” 
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The St. Louis theatrical season received 
such an impetus last year, when, becausé 
of the World’e Fair, it did not stop at all, 
that it is going to have trouble stopping 
this spring. The Olympic Theater has noth- 
ing booked beyond Weber's Stock com- 
pany, which will be there May 7-14, and 
the Century, up to this time, has nothing 
beyond this next week of “Mother Googe,"’ 
though it probably will book something 
to take the week left open there by the 
withdrawal of Ethel Barrymore from the 
Olympic and the assignment of “The Yan- 
kee Consul” to the Broadway house for the 
first week in May: but the new Garrick 
is booked up to May 2%, and !t ie just pos- 
sible that it may have a summer season 
of some sort.

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The struggle for the preservation of Nia- 
gara Falls from the hands of the spoller 
@pparentiy ended 3 years ago when ‘Free 
Niagara” was established. The fight for 
Niagara had been a long and a bitter one. 
It was won. A hundred thousand people 
gathered at the new park to hear. the 
@peeches and see the fireworks. America 
had some sentiment after all. The dollar 
was not almighty. The crowd dispersed 
feeling that a great work had been done. 

This was barely B® years ago, and now 
the pubic is beginning to feel that a new 
danger is*threatening the greatest cataract 
in the world... But it is merely the old 
danger in a new form. Before, the “‘pre- 
servation of the falls’’ meant mostly thie 
restoration to their natural condition; the 
banks of the river and the surroundings 
of the falls proper framing the most won- 
derful picture on earth. Now the danger 
is to the picture itself. The very fact of 
the falls themselves is threatened. 

In 1880 a memorial addressed to the gov- 
ernor of New York state and the governor- 
general of Canada, pointed out that the 
“banks are denuded of the noble forest hy 
which they were originally covered and de- 
graded by incongruous and unworthy struc- 
tures.” Among the 500 signers were the 
most notable men of the English-speaking 
race. Oarlyle, Ruskin, Emerson, Lowell. 
Whittier, Parkman, Agassiz, Max Muller 
together with judges, generals, educators 
and business men signed the document 
feelingly. The movement for a free and 
more beautiful Niagara affected the whole 
country.

Suddenly tts plucidity is broken by 
rapids. The river rushes onward to its 
great drop, being split by the wooded ex- 
panse of Goat Island. Three-fourths of the 
water drope majestically over the Horse- 
@hoe Falls, the other fourth drops less ma- 
jeatically, perhaps, but more beautifully 
ever the higher ledge of rocks at the 
American falle. The American falle is by 
far the lesser brother. 

Iinderstanding this it is easy to realize 
that an appreciable diversion of water

The Toronto and NI- 
‘agara Co. has a mammoth works between 
the Intake of the Ontaria Co. and the 
Canadian Niagara Co. It discharges iIt- 
water, possessing rights for over ten thou- 
sami’ cubic feet a second, behind the veil 
of the Horseshoe Falls in a tunnel which 
ends at the base of the falls.

Names are not 
asked, and often, at receptions, you hear 
the hostess speak of some of her fair 
gucsts as Americana whose names are un- 
known to her. This would never happen 
with French or German people here or 
even, with Americans in London society. 

‘The departure of Mrs. Meyer, the wife 
of the former American ambassador here, 
who was very popular in all eirtles, will 
somewhat diminish the influence and inde- 
pendence of the American colony here, as 
it ts reported that Mrs, White, the new 
ambassador's wife, will lead a more-retired 
life. During the last five years the influ- 
ence of Americans became so great that 
the English have entirely disappeared, 
frightened or indignant at the newcomers, 
who can boast of money but no titles.

The Kalser has a cancerous taint in his 
blood, inherited from his father and his.

second, by a discharge from his right ear. 

While the former strikes the world at 
large as the more alarming, this is only — 
because the world remembers how his 
father, the Emperor Frederick, died, and 
because the growth nectssitated excision 
by the surgeon's knife, but, as @ matter 
of fact, it is the disease of the ear that 
the Emperor himself most dreads.

THE SNUBBING OF COMERFORD. 

Representative Comerford, according to a news report) 
from Springfield, wag subjected to all the slights his fel- 
low members of the Illinois House of Representatives 
could put upon him, when he returned with the approval 
of his constituents to take his seat in the House. 

As a climacteric expression of their disfavor the other 
representatives kept their seats, when the oath of office 
was administered to Comerford, instead of rising, which 
is the custom of the House on similar occasions. 

What has hitherto been the object of the members in 
rising when the oath is administered to a representative— 
to express respect for the member or reverence for the 
Supreme Being whose name is invoked in the oath? Did 
not the [Illinois representatives express their disrespect 
for the Ruler of the Universe rather than to Representa- 
tive Comerford by keeping their seats? Were they of- 
fended at Him for permitting Comerford to remain on earth 
and return to the House with a vote of approval from the 
people? And what of Comerford’s constituents, who re- 
turned him to the House and whom he represents? 

Comerford’s offense lay in the making of _ general 
charges of corruption against the Legislature. These 
charges were not met by a genuine investigation of the 
facts; they were met by the indignant expulsion of Com- 
erford. Mr. Comerford appealed to his constituents as 
an independent candidate on the issue presented by the 


action of tha Legislature, the party machine having re- |. 


pudiated him. He was re-elected to his seat. 

Comerford is a minor factor in the issue raised pri- 
marily by his charges, emphasized by the action of the 
legislature in expelling him and given renewed vitality 
by the indorsement of Comerford’s course on the part of 
his constituents. Regardless of Comerford’s conduct or 
character, his constituents are entitled to a respectful 
hearing in the House of Representatives. Snubbing Com- 
erford does not dispose of the charges or shelve the issue 
which his constituents insist shall be met by the House 
in a more effective manner than by the expulsion of their 
representative. The attitude of the Illinois House of 
Representatives is childish and ridiculous.

of a strenuous President on a bear hunt. As it follows, 
it is giveh complete and unchanged from the best versions:

We want to fight, 
And we cannot get enouglit!” 

It is alleged by experts in the mechanics of the choral 
ode that this consists chiefly of true Homeric spondees 
and dactyls. On that point, judgment may be reserved. 
But whether it is classical or not, it is a grandly com- 
prehensive expression in high C of the twentieth century 
strenuosity before which nineteenth century jingoism pales 
into a sickly and sputtering flame. 

If, as poets boast, they “are the movers and shakers of 
the world forever it seems.” the author of this seismic ode 
may fairly hold his place against all competitors as the 
laureate of the strenuous life in all its phases, from hunt- 
ing bear to corralling South American republics for the 
benefit ‘of their creditors.

cal restraint, but also the right ‘to be let alone’, to de- 
termine one’s mode of life, whether it shall be a life of 
publicity or privacy; and to order one’s life and manage 
one’s affairs in a manner that may be most agreeable to 
him so long as he does not violate the rights of others 


or of the public. 

“Liberty of speech and of the press, 
within the bounds of constitutional guaranties, are limi- 
tations upon the exercise of the right of privacy. 

“The constitution declares that the liberty of speech 
and of the’ press must not be abused; and the Jaw will 
not permit the right of privacy to be asserted in such 
a way as to control or restrain such liberties. The one 
may be used to keep the other within lawful bounds, but 
neither can be lawfully used to destroy the other. 

“One who seeks public office, or any person who claims 
from the public approval or patronage, waives his right 
of privacy, to such an extent that he cannot restrain or 
impede the public in any proper investigation into the 
conduct of his private life which may throw light upon 
the question as to whether the public should bestow upon 
him the office which he seeks, or accord to him the ap- 
proval or patronage which he asks. The holder of public 
office makes a waiver of a similar nature, and subjects 
his life at all times to closest scrutiny, in order that it 
may be determined -whether the rights of the public are 
safe in his hands.” 

It appears from this decision that the seeker of office 
or public honors must submit not only his public but his 
private life and record to publicity in so far as the pub- 
lished reports are necessary to show whether he is fit for 
public honors or office. Even the right of privacy in a 
private person is not absolute, although the press must 
not abuse its liberty by” offensive or injurious publica- 
tions. There is danger in either extreme.

AN ELECTRIC STREET SPRINKLER. 

A few weeks ago the Edward Balf Co., street sprinkling 
contractors of Hartford, Conn., placed an order with the 
Electric Vehicle Co. for an electric sprinkler. The machine 
was delivered last week and immediately put COP 
mission. It is pronounced a complete success and at- 
tracted a great deal of attention in daily use on Hartford's 
principal thoroughfares. 

In general style the sprinkler resembles the ordinary 
build of horse-drawn sprinklers, The iron water tank is of 
the usual boiler pattern and has a capacity of 600 gallons. 
This tank is mounted on a medium-weight truck chassis, 
power being derived from an underslung Exide battery of 
44 cells. There are two motors. normally rated at from eight 
= ten horse-power, and the normal speed is six mifes per 

our. 

Tke machine covers from 30 to 40 miles daily in actual ase, 
or about twice the mileage of a two-horse sprinkler with 
one change of horses; in other words, the machine does 
double the work of four horses. 

As this is the first attempt to substitute automobiles for 
horses in street sprinkling, the outcome of the experiment 
will be watched with a great deal of interest. from present 
indications it will be thoroughly successful. One obvious ad- 
vantage is that at times when the sprinkler cannot be used 
én account of the season of wet weather, the owner is not 
obliged to maintain horses in idleness. The maintenance of 
the storage battery should cost but little In the present 
case, aS the service it has to perform is light.

MILAN, April 22.—A large bronze tablet 
is soon to be placed over the main entrance 
of the Simplon tunnel .on the Italian side 
‘of the mountain. It is the work of Trevi- 


son, the well-known Milanese sculptor. 
The inscription, which fs to commemorate 
the 57 workmen who died during the con- 
struction of the tunnel, will be as followe: 

“To the memory of the ploneers who 
shed their life and blood in forcing civiliza- 
tion through the granitic base of this 
mountain, their victorious fellow-workmen 
placed this tablet as a seal of their enter- 
prise."’ 

The names of the 57 killed during the 
construction are also written on the tablet, 
which is ornamented with the life-size fig- 
ure of a workman digging on the side of 
the mountain.

Grandiury Will Meet 7 omorrow 
at Senatobia to Proceed Against

Naval Officers and Jackies Are 
Trying Tobacco Samples Be- 
fore Letting Contract. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—The office of 
the supply clerk of the Navy Department 
a day or two ago looked like a tobaccon- 
ist's shop. This was due to the fact that 
bids were being opened for tobacco for the 
officers and men of Uncle Sam's fighting 
ships, and every bidder was requirel to 
submit a sample of each class of tobacco 
included in his bid. The succeseful bidder 
will secure a oontract for 150,00 pounds 
and in November next bids will be asked 
for a like amount. 

This tobacco consists of “plug cut” and 
can be used for either chewing or smok- 
ing. The contract will be let, not neces- 
sarily to the lowest bidder, but to the one 
supplying at the lowest price the grade 
best sufted for the purposes. The present 
eentract for tobacco waa secured on a 
baeis of 40 cents a pound. 

Twenty-nine bids were made by nine 
different manufacturers. The § successfu! 
bidder will not be known for about three 
weeks and the method by which the rerult 
is reached is unique. The samples supplied 
by the bidders have the factory labels re- 
moved, secret identification marks known 
only to the chief of the supply division 
belng substituted. 

One sample of each of the tobaccos thus 
marked is sent to a chemist for analysis 

‘and a goodly supply of the tobacco trave!l- 
ing “‘Incog’’ is sent to the commandant of 
the Brooklyn navy yard, who will appoint 
a board of five officers, whose duty ![t wil! 
he to determine which of the tobaccos 
comes nearest to meeting the requirements. 


Many officers and almost all sailors chew. 
so that it will be an easy task to give the 
weed a thorough test. In addition to the 
judgment of the tobacco-chewing officers 
the opinion of the jackies will be taken in- 
to consideration and samples furnisned by 
the bidders will be distributed wmong the 
ordinary eailors. 

Final results are reached by the process 
of elimination. until the selection of the 
chewers dwindles down to two or three 
samples, which are bound to be favorites 
As soon as the result is sent to Washington 
these unknown favorites are tuken ‘ip with 
regard to the way they have stood chem- 
ical tests and the contract is awarmled.

The executive council recently issued an 
order for its drainage and the sale of the 
bed to the highest bidder under the law. 
A petition was promptly filed asking that 
the case be reopened and a hearing held as 
to whether the order of the council as made 
should be allowed to stand or be revoked.

Alexander Dowie, self-styled “Elijah II,” 
wild endeavor to establish a second Zion 
Oty in Mexico. At Victoria he tacitly ad 
mitted as much, saying that the deal was 
not yet closed. Eefore returning to Iili- 
nots he will vieit Mexico City to make final 
arrangements and to secure a guarantce 
title through the personal mediation of 
President Diaz. 

The decision of the ‘“‘prophet’ gives tan- 
eile form to the greatest colonization 
soheme ever attempted in Mexico. An 
exodus of 10,00 people from the United 
States, who are but waiting for the word, 
he saye, will follow formal announcement, 
many to be brought here from Zion City, 
lil., to form a nucleus for the new inde- 
pendemt municipality. 

The property practically decided on, the 
famous Lobes ranch, comprises 1,260,000

Unusual activity now prevails among the 
agricultural ¢mplement dealers. The sea- 
son is opening up with a rush of business 
which indicates that the year will surpass 
any in recent history. 

For three seasons the sale of agricultu- 
ral implements has been retarded by partial 
failures and lack of ready money 
among the farmers. But last year’s splen- 
did crop, together with the prospects for 
a good season this ear are combining to 
bring| about the great rush of implement 
business which all dealers are experienc- 
ing.

Millions in Machines. 


There are 14 threshing machine com- 
panies in the city which will easily sell 
$1,500,000 to $2,000,000 worth of threshing ma- 
chines this year. An average amount of 
sales in the threshing business for Des 
Moines and vicinity 1s $1,000,000. There are 
at least four implement houses in the city 
which will do an average amount of §500,000 
this year, giving a total of $2,000,000 to the 
transfer houses. Outside of the threshing

FINE CHANCE FOR HUNTERS 


Forestry Reserve in His State 
Needs Someone to Kill Off 
the Foxes.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 22.—Pres- 
ence of numerous foxes at the State For- 
estry Reservation has caused no IKLttle 
amount of worry to Secretary Freeman of 
the Board of State Forestry. He believes 
that unless something is done to drive out 
these beasts of prey, the abundant supply 
of small game on the state's grounds will 
be hopelessly eliminated. 

The fox hes become almost obsolete in 
most counties of the state, but for some 
unknown reason a number of animals are 
making their homes in the forestry reser- 
vation. Employes of the state have at- 
tempted to hunt them down, but this has 
met with little success. During the session 
of the Legisiature Secretary Freeman 
planned a great fox drive and a number 
of the mémbers of the legislature expected 
to take part. Two days before the date set 
for the event, a heavy sleet covered t 
ground and the project had to be aban- 


doned. 

Mr. Freeman stated that he probably 
would have several fox drives this sum- 
mer.If this does not put an end to the pest, 
a bounty will vrobably be offered for every 
fox killed on tne state's premises.

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The Saints Have Accepted the Invitation and Their Visit 
to the Historic Seat of the Church Will Be Made the 
Occasion for Holiday and Gentile Citizens Will Be 
the Hosts to Their Fathers’ Foes.

NAUVOO, IIL, Aprii 22—A great day is 
coming fur Nauvoo—a day upon which the 
sun of her departed glory will shine. 

The Mormons are coming hack. 

Nearly sixty years ago they were driven 
away from this very place by armed hosts 
tihat clamored for their lives. 

Now they ure coming bavk on the in- 
Vitation of the descendants of the very 
persons who drove them away. The place, 
which they made to bloom as a garden and 
from which they were exiled, will welcome 
them as royal guests and muke their com- 
ing a holiday. 

It is true they will be here only a week, 
but, in that time, they will learn how giad 
the citizens here would be if Nauvoo again 
could be made the capital of the church— 
how the descendants of their old foes re- 
gret the past and huve none of their sires’ 
hostility in their hearts. 

Barly this spring the citizens of Nauvoo 
were informed by a committee of Josephite 
Mormons, that if proper arrangements 
were made for the conveniences and com- 
fort of the hierarchy, and a great number 
of the members of the Reorganized Church 
of Letter Day Saints, they would come to 
Nauvoo to hold aegeneral Sunday school 
reunion and confcrence of the saints. 

About three hundred of the citizens of 
Nauvco signed a petition asking the Mor- 
mons to come to their ‘od stamping 
ground,’’ and assuring them the city’s 
gates would be open to them. 

One of the rules of the church is to 
have these general meetings every two 
years. The Lamon! (Iowa) Saints’ Herald 
says the petition from Nauvoo was a nota- 
bie incident of their last meeting held sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

These meetings are held for the purpose 
of deliberating wpon such matters as are 
of value to the Mormon church in al! its 
branches, and delegates from many parts 
of the world attend. 


“The True Mormons.” 
The Josephites claim to be thie true fol- 


flowers of the martyred prophet, Joseph 
Smith. who, with several others, were the 
founders of Mormonism. It was asserted 
by him thet he, by revelation, found two 
golden plates on which were engraved 
characters that he himself could only 
translate by means of a mystic stone. He 
was called the seer and through him the 
“Book of Mormon” came into existence. 

The Lamoni Saints, or Josephites, are a 
good and industrious class and are held in 
high esteem by those who know them. 
They never practiced polygamy and this is 
one feature that distinguishes them re- 
markably from the Brighamites of Utah. 

The Josephites are led by Joseph Smith 
of Lamoni, Io., the oldest son. of the 
Prophet Joseph, who, with his brother 
Riyrum, was killed by a mob at Carthage, 
I.. June 27, 14, 

The president of the Reorganized Church 
has many warm friends in Nauvoo and 
the surrounding country, and old citizens 
call him Young Joe. He is a cousin of 
Joseph F, Smith, the present president of 
‘he Utah Mormons, who is a son of Hy- 
rum Smith.. 

The Mormons came to Nauvoo from 
Missouri in 1839, having been driven from 
that state. 

liefore that time they were at Kirtland 
© At this place a temple was built. The 
Nauvoo temple was begun in 154}, the cor- 
nerstone being laid with great pomp. 

This imposing structure was built of 
Nauvoo marble. at a cost of $1,000,000. This 
murble ie nothing more than a fine white 
limestone and the quarries round about 
Nauvoo are full of it. Some of the rock 
used in the building of the state house at 
Springfeld was taken from the quarries 
here. 

The temple stood on one of the most im- 
posing sites on the great Mississippi river, 
en Temple Block, as it is yet known. 


Most of the streets in the town bore the, 


Mames of Mormon dignitaries, as the fol- 
lowing indicate: Parley, Orson, Young, 
Hyrum, Joseph and Partridge—all great 
men under the Mormon regime. 

The high-class saints had good, substan- 


tial houses built of brick. Many of the 
old houscs are still in existence, but most 
of them have been torn down. The great: 
temple was destroyed by an incendiary, 
Oct. 10, 1848 It is said that the identity of 
the person who eget fire to the structure 
has never been revealed. 


The Utah Trek Begins. 


The destruction was deplored by all the 
people. In 1846, after a battle with the 
Gentiles, the greater number of Mormons 
moved from here, leaving their homes and 
lands and journeying to the far West, and 
esfablished themselves, under the guidance 
of Brigham Young, at Great Salt Lake. 
where the city of the lake's name was bullt. 
But many remained in Illinois and lowa, 
and these are the Josephites. 

The Mormon Masonic hall was a three- 
Story siructure and is now in a fair state 
of preservation, although one story has 
been taken from it. 

The prophet's unfinished mension is locat- 
ed at the foot of Main etreet, which runs 
north and south, and is about three-quar- 
ters of a mile In length, the river touch- 
ing both the head and foot of this 80-foot 
thoroughfare. The temple, Masonic hall 
and Nauvoo House, a hotel, were said to be 
the finest structures west of Philadelphia 
in that day. 

John Taylor, the first president to suc-- 
ceed Brigham Young, was one of the high- 
er class at that time, as his fine house 
that is today used as a Catholic parochial 
residence shows. 

The Mouse of John D. Lee of Mountain 
Meadow massacre fame was torn down 
several years ago and some of the brick 
were used in the building of & Presbyterian 
church. 

The house of Heber C. Kimball is a well- 
pregerved structure and is situated in that 
part of Nauvoo known as the “Pat.”’ 

The “Flat” is all that part of the city 
lyiag west of. Durphy street and is a low 
plain, though many feet above high water 
mark. The fall of the river from the head 
of Main street to the foot is considerable, 
and it was this street the Mormons in- 
tended to transform into a canal and have 
the manufacturies, mills and other similar 
industries, located on an island that would 
result from this arrangement. 4 

The residential part was to be to the 
east. on the bluff, which is naturally so 
greadua! and easy that no civil engineer 
could improve it. 

East of where the temple stood, is a 
stretch of rich and fertile soil that cannot 
be surpassed fcr productiveness in this 
country. This was cultivated by the Mor- 
mons and they turned the adjacent ‘‘wilds” 
into a habitable country. 

Carthage, where the pPophet and his 
brother, the patriarch, were killed, is the 
county seat of Hancock county, being 
located about 23 miles southeast of here. 
The Mormons, with several voke of oxen 
plowed a direct furrow from Nauvoo to the 
county seat, and old land marks, still exist- 
ing. prove this. 

This furrow was called the first Mormon 
trail; thelr second trail through the wil- 
derness to Utah is known to old residents 
of Towa and is frequently spoken of by 
some old patriarchs. ° 

Part of the Mormon arsenal is yet in ex- 
istence, and the old foundry, where the %4- 
pound balls were molded for the Mormon 
still etands. 


The Arsenal Ruins. 


St. Mary's Academy of the Sisterhood of 
Benedictine now crowns the fine eminence 
which once stood the arsenal. 

The arsenal was a stronghold and was on 
the next block fiorthwest of the temple. 
Every able-bodied follower of the prophet 
was supposed to be a soldier and to resist 
any depredations that he or any of his 
fold might be subjected to. They who were 
not Mormons, but sympathized with them, 
were called “Jack’"’ Mormons. 

According to the classification of those 
times, there were Mormons, Jack Mor- 
mons and anti-Mormons. 

Nauvoo was probably the largest city in 
Illinois at the time and the Mormon vote

That the Mormons were industrious is 
shown by their work during their brief 
career here. They built a city -with at 
least a thousand houses. The population, 
at the most flourishing period, was from 
15,000 to 18,000. ’ 

The architecture of their houses was 
plain, but substantial. 

They were not afraid to dig wells, for 
they knew that good, fresh, cool water is 
one of the essentials of life. Many lots 
today that formerly contained from four to 
five dwelling houses will show as many 
wells. 


The Mormon cemetery is in a grove south- 
east of town, in a romantic spot. 


The grave of Emma Hale Smith Bida- 
mon,. wife of the prophet, is on the banks 
of the river, on the tract known as the 
Smith block, and formerly owned by the 
prophet’s father. Where the remains of 
the prophet and his brother, the patriarch, 
are has never been revealed. 


Carthage Jail a Mormon Church. 

The Utah Mormons last year bought the 
Carthage jail and they probably will hold 
it forever. It will probably be converted 
into a church. The Josephites have a fine 
church in Rock Creek, about 9 miles east 
of here.

Senator Clark Will Open His Pri- 
vate Gallery in New York 
to the Public.

NEW YORK, April 22.—Great benevolence 
always was one of the conspicuous traits of 
Senator William A. Clark of Montana, par- 
ticularly when some minor legislator really 
stood in need of money and a bill was 
coming up that—but it is in a more public 
way the senator is golug to show his gen- 
erosity toward the people of New York 
City. 

The senator loves pictures; not merely the 
portraits of the country’s fathers on yel- 
low-backed slips of paper, but works that 
will last even longer, admirers say. Since 
his millions have been piling up the sen- 
ator has been acquiring an extensive gal. 
lery of paintings. He loves to look at them, 
to linger beside the Lorraines and gloat 
over the Greuzes. Often he has felt the pub- 
lic should have the same priceless privilege. 
When Mr. Clark thinks a thing should be 
done, jt usually is done—unless the other 
man proves stronger. 


As there is no other man in this case—at 
least, no opposing man—the senator is at 
full liberty lo Carry, out his plan, which is 
to let the public hate free access to his art 
gallery when he occupies his new mansion 
at Fifth avenue and Seventy-seventh street. 

The full scheme of vhis open exhibition of 
famous canvases has not been worked out. 
but just how earnest the senator is in his 
purpose is revealed by the fact he recently 
had the plans of his house changed to per- 
mit the admittance of the public to the 
gallery on the second floor. ‘l'o effect that 
a doorway has been cut through one side 
f the porte-cochere, from which a stair- 

way will lead direct to the gallery. Thus 
all those who visit the place may do so 
without disturbing the household. Whether 
admittance will be general within certain 
hours or limited to those having cards, Sen- 
itor Clark has not decided. 

This custom of opening a private art gal- 
lery to the public, which is such a general 

custom in Europe, has been adopted in this 
‘ity In only one previous instance. George 
Vanderbilt for a short time after his fath- 
‘r’s death opened the galleries of the Will- 
lan H. Vanderbilt house on certain days 
to the public. But the acts of vandalism 
were ¢0 many and the wear and tear of 
the furnishings so severe that he soon with- 
irew thé privilege in disgust. That was 
one of the experiences in New York that 
jJrove Mr. Vanderbilt to live in Biltmore.

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HUNT LIONS IN 
YELLOWSTONE 


Uncle Sam Hires Skilled Hunters 
to Kill Fierce Cougars Who Are 
a Pest in Beautiful National 
Park. 


WILD BEASTS-KILLING 
COLTS AND YOUNG CALVES. 


Largest Pack of Hounds in the 

Country Will Aid in Ridding 
That Section of Animal That Is 
Foe of Deer. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DENVBRR, Col., April 22.—Mountain lions 


have increased so rapidly in Yellowstone 
Park of late that they threaten the extinc- 
‘tion of the’ deer, elk and other wild ani- 
mals that live in this great government 
game preserve. So numerous have the 
cougars hecome that the government, 
through President Roosevelt's recommenda- 
tion, has given to Jahn and Homer Goff, 
telebrated guides and hunters of Meeker, 
Colo., a contract to clear the lions out 
of Yellowstone Park. John Goff is the 
guide who won fame by taking President 
Roosevelt on his successful cougar hunting 
trip in Colorado, and who is the President's 
guide on his present Colorado hunting trip. 
Goff and his brother will have several as- 
sistants, all celebrated lion hunters, and, 
with h's great pack of cougar hunting 
dogs, will make a thorough business of 
ridding Yellowstone Park of its pest. 

The work of hunting lions in Yellowstone 
Park will, it is estimated, take several 
seasons, and meantime there is a demand 
for lion hunters in Colorado, Wyoming and 
other cattle states, where stockmen are 
suffering great losses from these predatory 
animals. Cougars are said to be on the 
inerease.in the Rocky Mountains, gnd_un- 
less something is done to stop their rav-j} 
ages they will not only make way with 
much of the wild game, but will inflict 
incalculable damage on the livestock in- 
dustry. At this year’s session of the Ari- 
zona Legislature stockmen asked that the 
bounty on mountani Hons be increased 
from $10 to $20 aplece. 


Lion Hunting as a Business. 

It was shown that the loss of young 
calves, owing to the attacks of mountain 
lions, has been from 18 to 18 per cent during 
the last year. So many colts have been 
killed that the bisiness of horse raising is 
practically ruined in Arizona. Stockmen 
say that the bounty should be $50 for fe- 
males and $35 for males. This would en- 
courage men tw go into the business o? lion 
hunting, which at present is both perilous 
and expensive. 

Owing to the enormous number of moun- 
tain lions in Yellowstone Park. the gov- 
ernment will not have to pay a large 
bounty to Goff brothers. The hunters will 
receive a bounty of $ on each mountain 
lion they kill in addition to a salary of 
$76 a month each for their work. Most of 
the w&k will be done between spring and 
fall, for the winters are severe in Yellow- 
stone Park, the climatic conditions being 


finest pack of cougar hounds in the world. ' 
A good cougar found costs $35 to $100 os a 
puppy, but this is a mere bagatelle in 
comparison with the work of training the 
hounds. The animals have to be trained 
constantly in the work of trailing and 
treeing cougars und in learni-<c how to 
close with them when ‘they have been 
brought to the ground desperately woun‘- 
ed. And then, after months of training a 
dog may develop a “yellow streak and 
prove utterly worthless for cougar work. 


Pack of Oougar Hounds Needed. 


Owing to the great expense and enormous 
amount of work necessary in securing a 
well trained pack of cougar hounds, there 
are few professional hunters of mountain 
lions in the country. Without dogs it is 
an almost hopeless task to hunt lions. 
Sometimes they can be trapped, but they 
are wary animals and are possessed of 
such enormous strength that in many 
cases they can make way with the traps 
after they have been caught. Occasionally 
a cowboy shoots a mountain lion as the 
animal is found eating the carcass of a 
colt or calf which it has killed, but these 
are rare instances and usually the moun- 
tain lion makes its kill and gets success- 
fully away. » 
Most of the calves killed by the lions 
are under 6 months old. If they @vould con- 
tent themselves with eating the carcasses 
of the animals théy kill. the loss to stocl» 
men would not be so heavy, but cougars 
develop a taste which is fairly epicurean 
and will have nothing but the blood of 
calves. Frequently a steckman finds on 
the range, close together, the carcasses of 
three or four calves, all killed by the same 
animal. An Arizona stockman recently re- 
ported that a lion was traced to his lair 
and killed. Scattered about the place were 
the bodies of 11 calves, all killed within a 
short time. 

For some reason the mountain lion pre- 
fers the flesh of a colt to that of any other 
animal, and cougars have become the ter- 
ror or horse raisers in the Rocky Mountain 
states. “It is estimated that as a result of 
the ravages of mountain lions in the last 
year not 50 colts are left alive on the 
ranges between Phenix and Prescott. 


“Old Bob” a Leonine Monster. 


Ranchmen in Colorado rejoiced the other 
day when the Denver papers reported the 
killing of Old Bob, said to be the largest 
and fiercest mountain lion in the West. 
Old Bob’s range was near Salida, in the 
Collegiate mountains. J. E. Hicks, a ranch- 
man. set some cunningly contrived traps 
and caught Boh's female mate and two of 
her young. The traps were set about the 
earcass of a calf which the lions had 
killed and partly eaten. The ranchman on 
his return found the female and her young 
ones caught hard. and fast, but in front of 
them. with his teeth bared and his eyes 
flashing fire. was Old Bob, prepared to fight 
to the death for his family. 

When Ol4 Bob saw the ranchman ap- 
proaching he crouched and prepared for a 
spring. But Hicks took perfect aim and 
sent a rifle bullet. through the great ani- 
mal’s head, killing him instantly. He then 
shot the three other lions in the traps, and 
Old Bob's body was sent to Salida, where 
it was put on exhibition. The carcass of 
the huge lion weighed 22 pounds, and 
measured 14 feet from tip to tip. Old Bob 
had terrorized ranchmen for five years, hav- 
ing killed and devoured scores of calves 
and colts. He escaped the most expert 
hunters and probably would have contin- 
ved his destructive career many years more 
had he not been 580 chivalrous in defend-

At that time there were already thous- 
ands of miles of nanti-Bell lines and scores 
of anti-Bell exchanges in Iowa. They al! 
used other than bell apparatus. When 
the decision was handed down there was 
a panic. It was expected every indepen- 
dent would be compelled forthwith to 
choose between paying royalties for past 
infringements and contracting to pay them 
in future and going out of business. The 
two meant about the same thing to most 
of the independent telephone people, for 
they hed not been very profitable as in- 
vestments. 

Then the Bel! people did a strange thing. 
They did nothing at all. When it was ex- 
pected the tron fist of despotism would 
close on the Independents and squeeze the 
fife out of them nothing whatever was done. 
Nobody ever krew why. When they could 
have driven every anti-Bell instrument out 
of the state, or at,least have foreed pay- 
& ment of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
= in royalties, the Bell managers did not 
| take a step. It took a year or two for 
the independents to get over the shock. 
They could not understand it. Months and 
years passed, and they finally decided that 
there must be a technical weakness in 
the Bell's victory which the Bel) people

Country’s Futur2 Demand 
Natura! Monopolies,

BUFFALO, N. Y., April 2.—Wiliam J. 
Bryan delivered the rrinctpal address to- 
night at the Liberal Club dinner. His 
topic was the “Value of an Ideal.” 

Mr. Bryan was given a cordial welcome 


to the cily, practically every Democrat. of 


prominence meeting him. His visit, he 
said, was strictly nonpolitical. When asked, 
however, for his views on the railroad and 
municipal ownership questions, he ex- 
pressed himself at considerable length. In 
fact, what he says can be taken as his 
answer to Friday s editorial on the sub- 


ject tn the Post-Dispatch. 
He den‘tes that the growth of municipal 


ownership is tending toward soctalism, 
claiming that the dividing liné between 
democracy and socialism is clearly drawn 
when the governinent undertakes to own 
only those businesses between which com- 
petition is imPracticable or impossible, 
leaving all competitive enterprise to indi- 
vidual effert and ownership. 

He also commended the initiative and 
referendum and direct nominations as de- 
sirable reforms for the purpose of making 
the £overhiment truly represent the people, 
amd not the corporations. 

“What is vour attitude on the railroad 
question?” he was asked. 

“Iam a believer in the doétrine that all 


corporations created by government should 


be controlied by government when it be- 
comes necessary to protect the people 
against injustice. #undamentally, the 


principle is that the people cannot through 
law create anything stronger thah the cre- 
ator.” 

“Do you hold that there is an essential 
difference between corporations—between 
those which should be owned by govern- 


ment and those which should be merely 
controlled?" 
“Yes; there is a line which should be 


drawn between public and private corpora- 
tions. The railroad comes under the head 
of public corporations. Some say it is a 
quasi-public charter, and it relies on its 
private nature when the people want any- 
thing from it.”’ 

“But first let me @Qistinguish between 
what are called municipal corporations and 
those operated in a larger sphere It 
impossible to have real competition be- 
tween corporations operated under a 
municipal franchise—that !s, between street 
railways, water or light companies or tele- 


phone lines. These things are private 
monopolies. Believing that a private 
momypoly is indefensible and intolerable, 


as deciared in the Kanwas City platform, |! 
hold that all these public utilities should 
be owned and operated by the city go- 
e@nment.”’ : 

“Do you regard that as Socialism?” 


“Everythifg that the government under- 
takes cat considered socialistle. in one 
sense. The ppstoffice department is social- 


istic in that the state is doing something 
Which indivi@uals used to do.

‘Relieving as 1 do, that the safety of the 
ropublic depends on the recognition of the 
doctrine of local self government, and be- 
lieving that the government ought to be 
best when nearest the people and most 
easily controlled by them, I prefer to see 
the local railroads owned by the state and 
only trunk lines owned by the federal gov- 
ernment. 

“I believe that one local line owned by 
the state would do more to regulate rates 
within ike state than any amount of legis- 
lation, and that cone trunk line from New 
York to San Francisco, with branhes to the 
various distributing centers, would do 
more to regulate interstate rates than any 
amount of rate legislation.

Bulls Timid Now. 


Reports from Minneapolis that the May 
deal, had been settled there reaulted in a 
break. of nearly 7 cents in that market and 
added to the weakness in Chicago. In 8t. 
Louls the price dropped 6 cents and in 
Duluth 6 cent, and in New York 4% cents. 
Prices are now mostly below $1 in all but 
three markets in the country. For over 
six months they have been ranging far 
above the dollar mark and theetrade be- 
came accustomed to looking at $1 wheat as 
a fixed fact. Now they are uncertain about 
the 90 cents level being too high. 
Killings have been made on the bear side 
of wheat by J. H. Wren & Co. They were 
alone when the price was $1.21 and have 
fought it stubbornly. They had out over 
7,000,000 bushels, but for a week past have 
been gradually covering. Today nearly 
1,000,000 were bought in at profits of 10 to 
20 cents. 

John W. Gates and D. G. Reid and others 
who were originally associated with him 
in the wheat deal, tried to Tun a corn deal 
in July, 19802. The price was put to 9% 
cents and the deal abandoned. The wheat 
deal has gone the same way. 

It is within a week of delivery day and 
Gates decided that there was more wheat 
in the country that he was led to believe. 
He expected that wheat would be very 
scarce before May 1, but the way it has 
come to the surface from farmers’ hands, 
in sections that were not supposed to have 
any, has surprised the best posted men in 
the wheat trade. 

Inatead of & a scarcity of contract 
wheat, nearly 1,000,000 bushels has been 
made within a few weeks and the greater 
part of the best wheat in the country has 
been headed toward Chicago, as prices 
were the highest here. 

Gates is not in Chicago tonight. He is 
believed to be at his mother's home in Bt 
Charlies, Il., but has given orders that no 
telegrams or ‘telephone messages be de- 
livered.

Sunday closing law. This can only be 
done in the counties after the saloon- 
keeper has been convicted by a jury 
for in the case of Sunday infractions 0 
the dramshop statute he is always en- 
titled to a trial before a jury. 

Now, the constitution says that there 
shall be no discrimination in the en- 
forcement of the law. 

Is it not discriminatton to give the 


excise commissioner absoliite authority 
to revoke a license for violation of the 
Sunday law if such authority is not also 
Vested in the county court? 

A case in point may serve to show the 
obvious inequality of this enforcement. 

We will say that John Brown has a 
Saloon situated just a tew feet beyond 
the city limits of St. Louis, in St. Louis 
County, and he ts arrested for violation 
of the Sunday law. His case is tried 
before a quey. His license cannot be re- 
voked unless he is convicted. 

On the other hand, the St. Louis sa- 
loon man, just across the line from his 
St. Louis County neighbor, is not, ac- 
cording to the excise commissioner's in- 
terpretation of the law, entitled to a 
jury trial if he is accused of an infrac- 
tion of the Bunday law.

FAMOUS OLD SHIP NOW 
PART OF A CITY STREET. 


| Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

LONDON, April 22.—Attention is drawn 
to the strange fate of the old frigate Ha- 
vannah, which was built in 1811, and 
formed part of the escort of Napoleon I 
to St. Helena, by an answer given in Par- 
Mament yesterday by Mr. Pretyman, sec- 
retary to the admiralty. 

The Havannah, he stated, was sold by 
Public auction at Portsmouth. ‘‘As she is 
not atieat, but high and.dry, and forming 
part of a street in Cardiff, she will pre- 
sumably have to be broken up before she 
can be removed. The land on which she 
rests has to be cleared of all debris within 
a certain time.”’ 

Inquiries at Cardiff show that the frigate 
has for some years been used as an indue- 
trial school. She stands back about 20 
feet from the pavement in Penarth road, 
close to the River Taff. 

‘The vessel was floated to its present 
position in 1861, and enclosed by a bank, 
while the creek in which she lay was 
partly filled with earth amd used as a 
vegetable garden and playground for the 
lads in the industrial school kept on board. 

On several occasions the tide hag risen 
above the bank and floated the vessel. 

Some time ago the Havannah JIn- 
dustrial School was amalgamated with 
that on the old warship Formidable at 
Bristol, amd is shortly to be removed to 
new buildings on the shore of Portishead. 

Accordingly, the managing committee re- 
turned the frigate to the goverriment. The 
vessel was still in good condition. ang the 
boys’ brigade endeavored to secure her, 
but the ground landlords wanted the 
sround, which had become valuable, for 
building. Therefore, the vessel was sold, 
and has to be broken up where she lies.

Chief Wilkie’s Men Have Some 
Laughable Experiences While 
Tracing False Clues.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—A battered 
dime lying upon the desk of Chief Wilkie 
of the Secret Service Is all that remains 
of a famous counterfeiting case. .“‘This 
coin,”’ said Chief Wilkie, “caused a panic 
in a bank, disturbed the business Interests 
of a whole town and put this bureau to 
a great deal of trouble. After we had run 
down counterfeiting plot from {its in- 
ception to this little coin we dropped the 
whole thing quick as a wink, Why? 
Because the counterfeit was a genuine colin 
and there was no plot. 

“The number of wild goose chases 
Secret Service has been obliged to under- 
take on apparently first class evidence of 
wrongdoing would, if written out, make a 
wood sized book. Very often, as in the case 
of this innocent and perfectly good 10 cent 
plece, people who have first shouted 
‘Counterfeit!’ have done so with nothing 
better than a genuine coin or note to back 
up their eharges. Not so very long ago 
we got a flood of complaints from the 
cotton belt of the South. A quantity of 
‘dangerous’ standard dollars were circulat- 
ing all through Miss{ssippi, Louisiana and 
Georgia, we were Informed, and if some- 
thing was not done, and done pretty quick- 
business throughout that section. would 
be at a standstill, for no one would dare 
to take any moncy. We rushed out men to 
the scene of the trouble at once, and found 
that the terrible ‘counterfeits’ were plain, 
every day silve} dollars. What had aroused 
the suzpicions In the minds of the business 
people was the fact that all the coins were 
brand new and all of the same date. The 
explanation was very simple indeed. The 
sub-treasury of New Orleans had run out 
of silver dollars and had got about 200,000 
of them from the mint. 


“Machines Cause Defects. 


“Often a defect in a perfectly good coin, 
euch as a bubble formed in the melting pot 
or a Blip of some of the machinery that 
does the reeding or milling, will give it a 
strange appearance or will affect its ring. 
Immediately someone will jump to the con- 
clusion that it le a ‘very deceptive counter- 
feit, almost as good as the genuine,’ and

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LONG JOURNEY FOR 
SOLDIERS WIDOW 


Officer's Wife of a Few Months 
Brings His Body Ten Thou- 
sand Miles for Burial. 


Special to the P’ost-Diepatch. 
CHICAGO, April 1 —The 
Mephen K. Hayt, T. & A., who was 
killed. together with his entire command 
of thirty-seven men, by a large foree of 
savage nftives of Dolores, Island of Samar, 
December 16, 19M, has arriv ed in Chicago. 
accompanied by his young wife, who had 
attended the bringing of his remains dur- 
ing the long voyage from Mamile. 
Tieut. Hayt, in command of a pla- 
toon of thirty-seven men, was scouting in 
the wild region near Dolores, When a com- 
pany of 200 natives swooped down upon 
them, annihilating the small American 
‘force. Six days later their bodies were dis- 
covered by a searching party and brought 
to the town of Past, a seaport village 
honor of General Past, where 


they were buried. 

The day following the burial the young 
wife of Lieut. Hayt arrived at Past 
to learn that her husband had been slain 
by the natives. She had made the trip 
from Manila for the purpose of enjoying 
Christmas with him, but at once returned 
to plead with Gen. Corbin that her hus- 
band’s body might be taken up and placed 
tin a metal coffin for removal to hia home

CHEAP TEACHERS ARE 
BARRED IN INDIANA 


Minimum Wage Law for Peda- 
gogues Upheld by Attorney- 
General of Hoosier State. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLJS, Ind., April —Indlana 
school teachers must be paid not less than 
the sum set as the minimum salary by act 
of the Legislature. 

In a decision returned Attorney-General 
Charlies W. Miler declared the constitu- 
tionality of the minimum-wage law for 
school teachers, and gave it as his opinion 
that contracts made by school trustees and 
school teachers in violation of the law are 
void. 

The decision is important and far-reach- 
ing, inasmuch as trustees of various school 
corporations of the state have disregarded 
the law and have made contracts with 
teachers in violation of the law’s terms. 

The dectsion was 
of Fassett A. Cotton, state euperintendent 
of public instruction, who has found diffi- 
culty In having the law enforced. Conten- 
tlon was made that the Jaw is not con- 
stitutional. Because of this argument the 
trustees of many towfships have wilfully 
ignored the statute. 

Backed by the Attorney-General's§ de- 
cision, Supt. Cotton will begin imme- 
diately to exact strict enforcement of 
the law. He belleves thoroughly in the 
feasibility of the statute and will use the 
power of his office and _that of the at- 
tornev-general to demand “rigid complance 


by all echool truetees. 

The firat step in the campaign wilil 
to declare void contracts made with sch 
teachers krown to be in violation of 
provisions of the statutes. Mr. Cotton says 
he does net know how many contracts of 
thie kind have been made, but the number. 
he gays, is lerwe. The townshine of Swit-- 
eriand and G™eon counties seid to be 
the chief offen-jera: There ore four or five 
other counttes, whose school trusteca have 
iznored the law. 

Attornev-Gereral Milter’ * decision is clear 
and concise, and leaves no don >t concern- 
ing his belief in the vaidity of the statute. 
li reads in >art:

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 22.--Strange and

HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., April 2.—The 
great tobacco trust has met a formidable 
rival in the shape of the new Tobacco 
District Planters’ Protective Associat.on, 
composed of nearly % per cent of the 
growers of dark tobacco of this section, 
which is the exclusive producer of that 
variety in Ahe country. 

This association was formed as the re- 
sult of the operations of the trust, which 
has forced the price of the weed down 
to a point where it did not pay the cost 
of production. 

Until the last few years, the leaf was 
brought by the growers to the nearest, or 
what was deemed the best market and 
stored until the farmer thought that the 
time was ripe to sell it. As it was packed 
in the hogshead, an inspector would take 
several different “hands” from sections of 
the solidly packed mass, so that his 
sample would be-a fair average of the 
tobacco to be marketed. 

Under this system al! concerned made 
money. The warehouseman had his profit 
and the inspectors earned good = living, 
while the method of sale gave the farmer 
who had the best crop the top price. 

Shortly after the trust was formed its 


managers saw that someone besides the 
trust was making money and it Bet about 


to break down the price of the staple by 
systematic efforts. 

The first move of the trust was to in- 
augurate a system to buy the tobacco as 
it hung loose in the farmers’ barns. In that 
movement they hired as their agent, some 
one who was thoroughly acquainted with 
the farmers of his section. Local tobseco 
men would also be employed, and in that 
way the trust got close to the growers 
themselves. 

At first the system was Satisfactory to 
the farmers. They disposed of their crops 
without the process of prizing the tobacco 
a considerable saving, and could sel! the 
crop as soon as it was cured. 


Prices Started Downward. 


But the plans of the. trust did not con- 
template benefiting the farmer. No sooner 
had the growers become used to the new 
system than the prices began to decline. 
Various reasons were assigned for the 
lower values and for a while the producer 
did not realize that he was the victim of 
a plan to force him to sell his tobacco to 
the trust at the trust's own piice. 

In the old days the farmer received from 
$10 to $15 for his crop, while during the 
past two or three years $5 was considered 
a good price for 100 pounds of the weed. 

It was then that the farmers awoke to 
the situation and then was the association 
formed. 

At the meeting of the dark tobacco grow- 
ers held at Guthrie, Ky., it was decided to 
form the association, which was later in- 
corporated, with the nominal capital of 
$1000. The opponent of the trusts is unique 
in the fact that while it has no money in 
its treasury, it is growing into a position 
where a successful fight is being waged 
against one of the most powerful trusts in 
the country. 

The farmers in the association are solidly 
backed by the banking interests of the 
section, who are using every effort to 
make the movement a success, 

According to the plans of 
clation all of the tobacco pledged is to be 
sold at one time. This will be accomplished 
in the following manner: The farmer either 
prizes his tobacco himself or has the work 
done by someone prepared to do it. Who- 
ever prizes the tobacco, whether the farm- 
er himself or someone else, takes out a 
sample as the tobacco is packed into the 
hogshead. The hogshead is then natled up 
amd etored in some warehouse, and the 
sample is sent to the sample rooms appoint. 
ed in the cities of Hopkineville, Paducah 
and Mayfield in Kentucky, and Clarksville 
and Springfield f!n Tennessee. The person 
who prizes the tobacco fs to furnish a le- 
gal bond with some reputable bonding com- 
pany or individual that the sample fur- 
mrished is a correct index of the tobacco 
contained in the hogshead. If it should not 
come up to the sample when opened then 
the prizer is responsible for the difference. 
All sales are to be made from these sam- 
ples, although the owner is at liberty to 
have the hogshead opened whenever he so 
desires and a new sample taken out. 

So far the association has not made any 
sales of the crop raised last year, but farm- 
ers not in the assectation have been ap- 
proached by representatives of the truat 
who have offered them prices considerably 
in excess of the ruling figures last year. 

The trust agents eny that it was not the 
association that was responsible for the 
advance, but the farmers say to the con- 
trary. 

In their figtt for independence from the 
trust the farmers have more than the

While the outcome of the movement 
cannot be fully determined at the present 
time, those who are at the head of the as- 
sociation are confident that their efforts 
will be crowned with success before the

Tennis experts are interested in the new 
service stroke, which Holeombe Ward, the 
famous American player, intends to use 


this summer. 
It is believed that the new service stroke 


will puzzle the Austrians, French, Bel- 


giins and English more than the famous 
reverse twist did several seasons ago. when 
it was first {ntroduced at the international 
competitions, held at Longwood, for the 
Davis challenge cup. 

While the exact details of Ward's new 
service have naturally been kept secret. 
enough of the method has become known 
to outline the playing of the stroke in @ 
general way. In serving the player hits 
takes a tremendous 
lateral spin. The aim of the server {* 
to have the ball strike the outside edge 
and further corner of the receiving court. 
Because of the ball’s motion it is caused 
to bound sideways and toward the out- 
side toundartes of the court. It ts claimed 
that the only sure return possible on the 
part of the reeeiving player, who, by the 
nature of the service, Is driven far to one 
side and beyond the court lines, is a long 
diagonal shot across’ the court. In the 
event of this return being made the serv- 
ice man has the full sweep of more than 
half of his opponent's court through which 
he may drive the ball for a pass. 

The stroke which !s being developed for 
use in the direct play at the net is the ap- 
plication of an English idea combined with 
a forcefully delivered chop stroke of the 
racquet. The stroke so deadens the pall 


re for its ultimate success as a point gain- 
er. 
This directing the ball at the feet of 
the man on the opposite side of the net 
has been a favorite with the Britons for 
several seasons. They have learned to play 
thé stroke without lifting the racquet high, 
as most of the Americans do, and with

Treatment on dogs is antiseptic. One assistant 
—who wears an antisepticized gown—does noth. 
ing but sterilize each shining silvered steel instru 
ment after the surgeon has used it. 


ANY pampered dogs suffer from the ailments ot 
pampered persons. High-bred dogs are being 
treated in St. Louis for gout, others operated on 

for appendicitis. When Mr. Billion goes to Carlsbad t 
take the waters he sends his Boston Brindle Bull to th: 
dog hospital to be treated for “over-feeding.” “Govt,” say: 
the dog surgeon and Mr. B. Boston Bull has his swoller 
legs bandaged and learns the virtue of water and dog bis 
cuits. 

The dog surgeon charges $1 per day for teaching greedy 
dogs *‘thut rich food is unhealthful. For capital operations

what Uncle Sam is to do with 

this White Elephant. Only a few days ago Rear- 
Admiral Melville, former Chief of the Bureau of 
Engineering of the Navy, publicly announced tha’ 
the Philippines were a source of naval weakness 
inatead of naval strength and that in the event of 
a war the first thing that would happen would be 
that the Navy Department would abendon them to 
their fate by withdrawing all ships from those 
waters. Admiral Melville stated this, not as his 
own opinion, but as the settled conviction and 
well-understood policy of the Navy Department. 
Thus the bluff about ‘‘the value of coaling sta- 
tions and naval bases in Asiatic waters’’ is formal- 
ly abandoned by the best existing authorities in 
this country. 

A far more startling contribution to the Philip- 
pine question is that which is made in these col- 
Hmins today by a gentleman who has returned to 
St Louis after several vears of service for the 
War Department in the Orient. He is Mr. J. H. 
Wise, now connected with the army headquarters 
in this city. From his own positive knowledge, 
Mr. Wise asserts that the Philippines will be one 
of the first things to receive attention from 
Japan after the close of the present war with Rus- 
sia, Japan wants and is determjned to have the 
Philippine Islands just as much as she wants and 
is determined to havé control over Corea and 
Manchuria. . Japan believes that in a fight for the 
Philippine Islands she is more than a match for 
the United States, which would do precisely what 
Admiral Melville says, and abandon these posses- 
sions at the first crack wit of the box. 

The Philippines are of no value to the United 
States, which only secured them through an ace)- 
dent of war, but they are of inestimable value to 
Japan, lying contiguous to her coast, possessing 
ten million inhabitants resembling and allied to 
the Japanese, and having great undeveloped 
sources of wealth. The key to Asiatic dominion 
when the present war is over is the Philippines. 
The world today at the showing 
made by Japan after her ten years’ possession of 
FPé@rmosa, which she has developed more in that 
time than any colony in history was developed in 
a similar period. This shows what she will do 
with the Philippines. 

At present Japanese plans regarding the Philip- 
pines are masked under a cloak of secretiveness 
But, although she has a gigantic war on hand, sne 
holds to the determination of possessing these 
iglands, and the preliminary work, as Mr. Wise 
describes, is going steadily forward. There is 
every reason to believe that a host of Japanese 
spies at the present is working in the Philippines 
abd that maps and surveys are being made and the 
entire ground plotted out just as was done with so 
much secretiveness in Manchuria and Corea, as the 
Russicns have learned to their cost. A great num- 
ber of small circumstances support this belief. It
